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Building 
fund cash 
to create 
100 new 
homes

A SITE in Ashford is one of the 
first in the country to be grant¬ 
ed £2.3million of government 
funding to build 100 new fam¬ 
ily homes. 

Cheeseman’s Green in the 
south east of the town has 
been awarded the money from 
the government’s Get Britain 
Building Fund to create the 
100 new three and four bed¬ 
room homes. 

Housebuilding company 
Crest Nicholson will build the 
houses as part of the Homes 
and Communities Agency’s 
(HCA) plan to deliver more 
than 15,000 new homes in 
England by December 2014. 

The news comes in the week 


the fruits of a £5.17m grant for 
the Local Authority New Build 
programme back in 2009 are 
seen, with the latest phase of 
new council homes officially 
opened on Friday. 

Peter Wood, leader of Ashford 
Borough Council, said: “This is 
exactly the sort of project that 
deserves national support. 

“This site will not only make 
a significant contribution to lo¬ 
cal housing demand, but it also 
demonstrates Ashford’s ability 
to continually attract positive 
investment and national con¬ 
fidence during tough economic 
times.” 

The fund was announced as 
part of the government’s hous¬ 
ing strategy for England and 
aims to grant planning permis¬ 
sion to locally-backed sites.

Hundreds of children 
kicked out of class for 
sexual attacks, but KCC 


defends its

SHOCK national figures shows Kent has the most 
schoolchildren removed from class for carrying 
out assaults of a sexual nature. 

A Freedom of Information (Fol) request was 
made to all the education authorities in the UK 
asking for details of school-aged children that 
have carried out these sexual attacks. 

And the results make for disturbing reading. 

It emerged Kent tops the list for the number of 
offenders, at 705 children that have been ex¬ 
pelled or suspended, with Birmingham second 
on 5 8 2, followed by Essex with 451. 

In all, almost 15,000 children have been 
excluded in the last five years for committing sex 
attacks in schools. Some were as young as four, 
with more than 1,000 in primary schools. 

Not every authority came up with stats to 
answer the Fol request from The Sun newspa¬ 
per. It said 148 of 174 local education responded 
in England and Wales. 

Offences included sexual abuse, assault, har¬ 
assment and lewd behaviour, and include those 
carried out against both pupils and teachers. 

Kent County Council defends the county’s 


procedures 

high showing saying comparing an entire coun¬ 
ty with a city like Birmingham gives a distorted 
figure. 

The authority said it is committed to working 
with children who display sexualised behaviour. 

The council said: “We offer specialist advice in 
this area to schools and carers. A number of our 
staff have also undertaken specialist training in 
this field from AIM or Assessment, Intervention 
and Moving on, a nationally recognised volun¬ 
tary agency working in this field. 

“In every case the school becomes aware of, 
they have to assess risk and this only leads to 
exclusion if it is considered that the risk cannot 
be managed. 

“The Kent and Medway Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren’s Working with Sexually Active Young 
People provides guidance to schools and other 
professionals on how to manage and risk assess 
such incidents of sexualised behaviour. 

“It is covered in training for all designated staff 
in schools, and we urge schools to use the matrix 
for assessing whether sexualised behaviours cross 
the threshold for referral to police and CSC. ” 

Project Salus, on behalf of Kent County Coun¬ 
cil, carries out a number of programmes which 
tackle behavioural management issues.

Senior Tory promises to cut police 
commissioner pay - if he wins post 


A SENIOR Kent County Council member is the 
third Tory to enter the race to be his party's candi¬ 
date in the Police and Crime Commissioner poLL. 

Cabinet member for transport and environ¬ 
ment Cllr Bryan Sweetland (pictured) says he 
would provide a fresh approach to the chal¬ 
lenges and opportunities faced by Kent Police. 

He also vowed to cut the PCC's expected 
salary of £85,000. 

"It is far too excessive in the current period of 
austerity and out of proportion with other 
elected positions in Kent," he said. 

The 55-year-old, who joined KCC's 
cabinet around 18 months ago and 
has been a county councillor for 
three years, will go up against 
Iraq war hero Colonel Tim 
Collins and Medway councillor 
and chair of the area's Commu¬ 
nity Safety Partnership Mike 
O'Brien in the race to become the 
Tory candidate for November's first 
PCC election. 

He hinted that if elected it was likely he 
would stand down from his cabinet position. 

Cllr Sweetland would not be drawn into 
commenting on his Tory competitors, but said 
there was likely be even more candidates in the 
coming months. 

Other potential competitors for the PCC role 
include Fergus Wilson, who owns hundreds of 
properties in Kent; Kenneth Little, an independ¬ 
ent candidate who lives near Whitstable; and 
Harriet Yeo, from Ashford, a councillor seeking 


the Labour Party nomination. 

Cllr Sweetland - who describes himself as 
the “most senior" of Kent's politicians to enter 
the race - said while he is not a member of the 
existing Kent Police Authority or a retired officer, 
his background would enable him to bring a 
business-like approach to Kent Police. 

He said if elected there would be no 
compulsory redundancies of frontline police 
officers - although the force cannot make 
officers redundant. They must choose to 
voluntarily leave or finish their service. 
He stressed the need for partner¬ 
ship working with private and 
public sector organisations. 

"It is possible to save millions 
of pounds by having a sensible 
‘joined up' public sector approach 
to tackle crime in problem 
areas," he said. 

"However, most of my time will 
be spent listening to local people 
and translating their concerns and 
aspirations about policing into action." 

Cllr Sweetland spent 30 years in the telecom¬ 
munications industry, working in America, 
Europe, Bermuda and the UK. 

The PCC will take over from Kent Police 
Authority in November. 

They will have the power to hold the force to 
account, determine policing strategy, set the 
budget and issue a five-year policing plan. 

The salary is £85,000 and will be paid 
"irrespective of the number of days worked".

They work with schools, governors, parents 
and children across Kent to raise the awareness 
of good practice in anti-bullying work and to 
support everybody to help reduce the problem.

THE body of an 8ft long dolphin has been found 
washed up on Long Beach in Whitstable. The 
mammal, believed to be a white-beaked dolphin, 
was spotted by a woman walking her dog and 
reported to the police just before noon on 
Thursday. The cause of death is unknown at 
present. Canterbury City Council arranged for 
the dolphin to be recovered by experts from the 
Institute of Zoology so a post-mortem examina¬ 
tion could be carried out.

Mothers fear banned weedkiller is 
to blame for spate of birth defects

INTENSIVE tests need to be done to establish if 
there is a connection between a banned weed¬ 
killer found in water supplies with a series of 
tragic birth defects, says a Tory MP. 

Mothers in and around Waterdales in North- 
fleet, have been told there is a possibility their 
babies were born with part of their bowl protrud¬ 
ing from a hole in the stomach because atrazine 
was possibly in their drinking water. 

The company behind it denies this emphatical¬ 
ly, saying there is no evidence to back the claim. 

But the Tory MP for Gravesham Adam Hollo¬ 
way said: “There is something that has gone 
wrong here, and we need to find out what it is.” 

He says a landfill site, now a public area, 
may be connected, and suggests that too needs 
investigating. 

Atrazine, a herbicide, was banned in the EU, 
though it’s still used in the USA. The ban was 
decided in 2004, but not enforced until 2007, to 
allow use of existing stockpiles. 

Worries in the area began when it was realised 
that over 12 years, nine children were delivered 
suffering from gastroschisis. It normally affects 
one in 7,000. 

Many studies have been carried out in the USA 
and apparently none proved conclusively that 
atrazine caused any problems to humans, let 
alone birth defects. 

Southern Water, the company that supplies 
the area, said it regularly tests its water. 


A spokesman said: “Results of this monitoring 
has shown that levels of atrazine have been well 
below the 0.1 microgrammes per litre limit set by 
the Water Supply (Water Quality) Regulations.” 

Sonia Dalton said her daughter Mikka spent 
five weeks in intensive care after being born with 
the condition in January, 2009, and still requires 
daily medication. 

She said: “Nothing can be done to help those 
already affected, but if we can help prevent this 
happening again, we will continue the fight. 

“We have been told there are reports saying 
high levels of atrazine was found near us, but we 
know no more than that. Things are progress¬ 
ing, but slowly.” 

Juliet Green, 39, who lives a few doors away 
from Ms Dalton said her daughter Courtney, 10, 
suffers complications related to gastroschisis. 
She was tube fed for much of her life and suffers 
from internal bleeding which requires regular 
transfusions. 

Her grandson, born to her daughter Natalie 
Margetson, 22, has also been affected by gastro¬ 
schisis, which is not hereditary. 

Now, in the most recent case, Chantelle Ste¬ 
vens, 23, who lives in the same street, gave birth 
two weeks ago to Lily who has gastroschisis and 
remains in intensive care. 

Stella Coffee, 38, who lives nearby, discovered 
during a pre-natal scan that her baby, due in 
June, also has the condition. 

Sonia said: “There are just too many for it all 
to be a coincidence.”

ANIMAL CRUELTY 


Officials try to quell rumours dogs 
are being poisoned to death in park 


A COUNCIL has assured dog owners visiting 
open spaces that a poisoner is not targeting 
their pets - despite persistent internet rumours. 

The RSPCA's Facebook page for its Maidstone 
branch had postings from people claiming their 
animals had become ill after walking in Mote Park. 

Some went so far as to say up to 10 dogs 
had been poisoned to death in the park by 
someone liberally dropping rat poison. 

A message is being distributed 
on the social networking site 
Facebook, reading: "Just heard 
some terrible news, 10 dogs have 
died this week. Some low life is 
dropping rat poison at Mote Park. 

"My cousin’s friend's dog 
has died so I know this is true. 

"By the time they got the dog 
to the car to take it to the vets it 
was foaming at the mouth and 
died. Please avoid Mote Park 
this weekend x." 

The RSPCA started receiving 
anonymous messages on its 
Facebook page, so the Maidstone 
volunteers put up a warning. 

An RSPCA spokesman said: "The girl who 
runs the Facebook page just put up a message 
saying be careful if you are walking in Mote Park 
because dogs have been poorly. 

"The council then contacted her and said 
there is no poison in Mote Park and you are 
scaremongering, so she put the council 
statement up on the Facebook page. 

"We haven't got any names and addresses of

people whose dogs have been poorly, but after 
she put up this thing from the council, another 
person got in touch saying 'My dog has been 
very ill after walking in Mote Park'. I think the 
council has said there is a rat problem there." 

Peter Surtees, director of European supplies at 
Kimberley Clarke at West Mailing, said his four- 
year-old deerhound Sam died from rat poison, and 
Mote Park was "number one on the suspect list". 

He said: “I had to take him to 
the emergency vet during the 
night and sadly we had to make 
the decision to put him down. I 
can't believe this has happened 
- it’s very tragic." 

Maidstone council said: "We 
have not received any con¬ 
firmed reports of dogs and cats 
being poisoned in Mote Park. No 
official baiting is taking place in 
Mote Park. 

"The welfare of animals is 
very important to us and we 
will be working with the police 
to find out what is happening 
and to take necessary action." 


And the police said: "We are not investigating 
anything involving dogs being poisoned any¬ 
where in the Maidstone area, but then we 
would not always be someone's first port of call 
if something happened. 

"We are aware of this Facebook claim, but as 
present know no more about it."

said: “We know something has happened in this 
area and are preparing reports and questions we 
need to ask various organisations. Atrazine is one 
possibility, but we need to go through every op¬ 
tion. This is going to be a long, complex case.” 

NHS Kent and Medway said: “The public 
health team is carrying out a thorough investi¬ 
gation to determine if there is a cluster of cases of 
gastroschisis in the Waterdales area of North- 
fleet. This involves examining if there are more 
cases of the particular disease than would nor¬ 
mally be expected by comparing the numbers of 
cases both locally and nationally. 

Mr Holloway said: “One of my constituents 
wrote to me a while back, before he sadly died, 
saying near to these houses was some sort of 
dump from years ago. It has to be asked if there is 
a connection with that. There is no doubt in my 
mind that there is something in this.” 

Syngenta, the maker of atrazine, said it recog¬ 
nises the distress of the families, but disputes 
some reports claiming tests showed dangerous 
levels of atrazine in the area. 

The company said: “In fact, levels detected in 
the referenced water source supplying the area 
were well below the regulated level.” 

The company also pointed out the UK Scien¬ 
tific Committee on Plants found “scientific ex¬ 
perts have conducted rigorous studies that have 
consistently shown that atrazine does not cause 
birth defects”.

**MP in Murdoch dispute 

TORY MP for Folkestone Damian Collins has 
criticised a key finding in the hacking report 
which claimed media mogul Rupert Murdoch 
was "not a fit person" to run a major interna¬ 
tional business. While Mr Collins, who is on the 
Commons media select committee, was united 
with other MPs in criticism towards former 
executive chairman of News International Les 
Hinton, former News of the World editor Colin 
Myler and the paper's ex-head of legal Tom 
Crone, he did not back the statement about Mr 
Murdoch's suitability to run a major corporation. 

** Fight cabbies suspended 

TWO taxi drivers caught brawling at a rank 
outside Sevenoaks rail station have had their 
licences suspended by the council. Andrew 
Badger, from Axtaine Road, Orpington, and 
Mohammed Jabbar from Glyn Davies Close, 
Dunton Green, were arrested on May 16, 2011. 
Sevenoaks council suspended Badger's Hackney 
carriage driver's licence for six months and 
Jabbar for nine months. Sevenoaks Magistrates' 
Courts has since upheld the suspensions. 

** Manslaughter conviction 

A JURY has convicted Caleb White, 20, of 
manslaughter following a stabbing in Maidstone 
last September. White - who was just 19 at the 
time of the crime - killed Tom Crittenden, 21, 
with a single stab wound to the chest during an 
incident in Cornwall Close. He will be sentenced 
at Maidstone Crown Court on June 15.

Prince Charles flies in to see historic house’s 
restoration works to tackle woodworm threat

THE Prince of Wales made a special visit to Kent 
this week to learn about a project aimed at 
saving one of the country’s most important 
historic houses. 

Heir to the throne Prince Charles flew in by 
helicopter to the stunning grounds of Knole in 
Sevenoaks on Monday, where he met with 
National Trust chiefs, curator Emma Slocombe, 
and others involved in the conservation. 

The 600-year-old house is undergoing repairs 
in what is the first phase of a decade-long process 
to secure its future. 

The building - once palace to King Henry VIII 
and the Archbishops of Canterbury - contains 
some of the world’s rarest and most important 
collections of furniture, textiles and paintings. 

Prince Charles was given a tour of the house, 
stopping to meet experts and hear about conser¬ 
vation being carried out, including the expertise 
used to help preserve the upholstered furniture 
in the Reynolds Room, which contains portraits 
by 19th century painter Sir John Reynolds. 

He took particular interest in the work of 
house steward Emily Watts and conservation 
assistant Melinda Hampton, who are responsible 
for the daily cleaning, checking and treatment 
on Knole’s hundreds of objects. 

Ms Watts said: “We keep bags of dust from 


each piece of furniture; it allows us to monitor 
the cleans. There is as much risk of over-clean¬ 
ing as under-cleaning due to the damage it can 
cause. Each piece has its own cycle.” 

The building, as well as suffering cracked walls 
and leaking roofs, is also riddled with woodworm. 

Insecticide is injected into objects and furni¬ 
ture to treat the problem and the Prince was 
shown some of the bugs that had come out of a 
17th century candlestick holder. 


Ms Solcombe presented him with a framed 
X-ray image of the candlestick holder - showing 
pest damage and historic repairs, one of a collec¬ 
tion to be exhibited at Knole. 

During the tour, His Royal Highness, who has 
a degree in archaeology, met house and collec¬ 
tions manager Helen Fawbert who explained 
upcoming plans to remove panelling in the 
ballroom and the potential archaeological dis¬ 
coveries it could reveal. 


Before arriving at Knole, Prince Charles - as 
the troops’ colonel-in-chief - had visited the 1st 
Battalion, The Royal Gurkha Rifles at Sir John 
Moore Barracks in Folkestone. 

His visit came before the soldiers start a seven- 
month tour in Afghanistan. 

The Prince joined a reception for soldiers and 
their families before laying a wreath at the bat¬ 
talion’s memorial. He also presented medals to sol¬ 
diers for recognition of their work in Afghanistan.

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Our beaches named as 
among best in Britain 
by seaside guide book

NINETEEN Kent beaches have won a ‘recom¬ 
mended’ tag from the Marine Conservation 
Society during a national round-up of Britain’s 
best seasides. 

Our winners are Dymchurch, Hythe, Sand- 
gate Beach, Dover Harbour, St Margaret’s Bay, 

Sandwich Bay, Ramsgate Sands, Ramsgate 
Western Undercliff, Stone Bay, and Botany Bay. 

Margate’s Fulsam Rock and The Bay, Westbrook 
Bay, St Mildred’s Bay, Westgate Bay, Minnis Bay, 

Herne Bay - Central, Tankerton Beach and Whit- 
stable West Beach also got the thumbs up. 

The society’s silver anniversary edition of the 
Good Beach Guide has recommended 516 out 
of 754 of the UK’s bathing beaches tested last 
summer as having excellent water quality. 

That’s especially good as it’s eight per cent 
more than the previous year and the best show¬ 
ing in the guide’s 25-year history. 

But the society’s coastal pollution officer Rachel 
Wyatt said there was no room for complacency, 
adding: “This is a milestone for coastal resorts to 
be proud of and shows the impact of the guide. 

“However, this summer will see the first 
samples taken under the revised Bathing Water 
Directive which will replace the current stand¬ 
ards with far more stringent ones from 2015. 

“It’s really important local authorities, water 
companies and environmental regulators don’t 
become complacent and take their collective 
feet off the pedal of continued environmental 
improvements. 

“If that happens we could see a drop in the 
number of beaches recommended by us in 
the future, which could pose a risk to the great 
reputation that British beaches have.” 

The good showing means Thanet has just over 
50 per cent of those beaches in Kent now recom¬ 
mended. Thanet District Council’s cabinet member 
for tourism, Cllr Iris Johnston, said: “This is fabu¬ 
lous news for Thanet. A total of 10 beaches have

been recognised by the Good Beach Guide, that’s 
amongst the highest number in the South East. 

“Being recognised in this way is a great boost 
to tourism and is a great reminder of the excel¬ 
lent water quality on our beaches. 

“We’re very proud of our beautiful coastline 
and hope this will encourage many more people 
to enjoy what Thanet has to offer.” 

The conservation society said it works to im¬ 
prove public understanding of the health risks 
associated with poor bathing water quality and 
lobbies water companies and environmental 
regulators to improve sewage discharges around 
the Kent coast as well as the rest of Britain.

Clarke praise for academy 
training prisoners for work

CABINET member Kenneth 
Clarke has visited a new em¬ 
ployment training academy 
that offers “life changing” op¬ 
portunities for prisoners. 

The Secretary of State for 
Justice, and prisons minister 
Crispin Blunt, attended the of¬ 
ficial opening of the Timpson 
Academy on Monday. 

The academy in Goudhurst, 
will train prisoners in a variety of 
trades, aiming to boost employ¬ 
ment and reduce reoffending. 

Prisoners learn the skills 
used in Timpson shops such as 
key cutting, shoe and jewellery 
repair, and photo-processing. 

The 10 prisoners selected for 
the academy will soon be re¬ 
leased and Timpson hopes to 
provide them with jobs in shops 
across the country. 

Lisa, 36, from Wales is serv¬ 
ing a 12-year sentence. She 
said: “I found it difficult speak¬ 
ing to people before the acade¬ 
my. I didn’t think anyone 
would give me a job, I thought

I would be unemployable. 

“People gave me the oppor¬ 
tunity and I am so grateful. 

“This will be a full-time job 
when I leave, to enter into in 
the long term. It’s a career for 
me not just a job.” 

The academy has been run¬ 
ning for 13 weeks and is next 
to Blantyre House prison. 

The 10 male and female pris¬ 
oners working there are from 
Blantyre, East Sutton Park, and 
Standford H ill prisons. 

Timpson does not hire those 
convicted for sexual offences or 
who have mental health prob¬ 
lems. The trainees work from 
9 am-5pm, Monday to Friday, 


and are paid a prison wage. 

One ex-prisoner is now work¬ 
ing full-time in a Timpson shop, 
another works on Saturdays. 

There are four other Timp¬ 
son academies across the coun¬ 
try, but this is the first one built 
outside of prison grounds. 

Timpson chairman, John 
Timpson, said: “Out of 200 
prisoners only seven have gone 
back to prison, 92 per cent are 
still with us after 12 months.” 

He said 15 of his shops are 
managed by ex-prisoners. 

Mr Clarke said: “The acade¬ 
my epitomises the kind of thing 
I would like to see in Britain.” 

He also talked about pres¬ 
sures on the prison system such 
as overcrowding and finding 
the space to provide facilities 
like the academy. 

Blantyre governor Jim Car¬ 
michael, said: “If you put pris¬ 
oners in this environment you 
can see the confidence because 
someone’s taken a chance on 
them. They are able to give 
something back.”

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Targeting lorry drivers who 
think they’re above the law

THE deadly combination of tiredness and distrac¬ 
tion is often to blame for serious traffic accidents. 

Add to that mix a multi-tonne heavy goods ve¬ 
hicle and it’s even more likely to end in disaster. 

But in the past, monitoring lorry drivers has 
proved difficult, with HGV cabs being so high off 
the ground police were unable to see inside. 

Last year, however, saw Kent Police using an 
unmarked lorry to allow officers to see what 
drivers were up to behind the wheel. 

And more than 180 drivers found themselves 
on the wrong side of the law with offences in¬ 
cluding using hand-held mobile phones, and 
eating while driving. 

In the latest operation of its kind, police took to 
the road for three days, patrolling the M20 in an 
unmarked lorry. 

A total of 45 offences were dealt with - with 
fines totalling £2,700 - including using mobile 
phones, not wearing a seatbelt, and one where 
the offender was reading a map placed on the 
steering wheel. 

Roads policing unit inspector Paul Sellwood 
said even in last week’s wet and treacherous con¬ 
ditions drivers continued to use their phones. 

“We have an awful lot of lorries that move 
through our county from the ports which means 
we have more risk of collisions involving HGVs 
and the consequences are often fatal,” he said.

“Car drivers are more aware of getting caught if 
they are using their mobile or not paying atten¬ 
tion. Some lorry drivers think they can get away 
with it because police can’t see them so high up. 

“This operation sends out the message that we 
are clamping down on HGVs, too.” 

Insp Sellwood added: “All drivers should be 
warned we constantly police the roads. 

“Vehicles are dangerous weapons, especially 
when drivers are distracted. We will run this op¬ 
eration again, but we also stop drivers every day 
for these types of offences. 

“It’s about creating the fear of detection.” 

Kent Police worked with a local lorry compa¬ 
ny which loaned the vehicle. Officers looked into 
drivers’ cabs and filmed alleged offences while 
alerting patrol vehicles to pull offenders over.

Railway metal thefts down, 
but we pick up a larger bill

RAILWAY bosses say their campaign against 
cable theft on the network has seen a decline in 
the number of raids, but an increase in cost and 
impact from the thefts. 

New figures from Network Rail for the finan¬ 
cial year 2011-12 show there were 12 incidents, 
down from 17 the previous year. 

But those thefts cost the industry, and 
ultimately the taxpayer and passen¬ 
gers, more than £700,000 in the 
last 12 months, compared to 
£400,000 the year before. 

Route managing director for 
Kent, Fiona Taylor, said: “Our 
massive and sustained effort 
against cable thieves is beginning 
to have an effect. The number of 
crimes is down, but the amount of 
delays to passengers has increased. 

“The figures are still unacceptably high 
and we firmly believe that, without legal reform, 
fare-paying passengers will continue to suffer 
thousands of hours of delays to journeys, with 
the rail industry paying out millions of pounds in 
compensation when dealing with these crimes.” 

Metal theft has grown as the economic situa¬ 
tion has worsened, and the Government wants 
to make cash transactions for scrap to be out¬ 
lawed, making it tougher for criminals to cash in. 


Network Rail said it and the rail industry as a 
whole wants a complete reform of the 1964 
Scrap Metal Dealers Act, to help tackle the theft 
problems. 

Substantial sums have been spent in Kent secur¬ 
ing sites where electrical cables are exposed which 
has helped limit theft, and Network Rail has also 
funded extra British Transport Police officers. 

Ms Taylor added: “We are grateful for the pub¬ 
lic support we receive in reporting suspicious 
activity - both on the railway and at dis¬ 
reputable scrap dealers. 

“It is clear the law needs substan¬ 
tial change in order to take away 
the easy market for illegal scrap.” 

And Gary Cooper, head of op¬ 
erations at the Association of 
Train Operating Companies, 
said: “Cable theft regularly causes 
disruption for thousands of passen¬ 
gers and costs the taxpayer millions, 
so it is good news the Government is 
cracking down on scrap metal dealing. 

“Train companies are working closely with the 
rest of the industry to tackle the problem, and this 
is an important step in helping us succeed. 

“But further changes to the law now need 
to be made to create a robust new licensing re¬ 
gime covering all scrapyards, giving police 
and councils the power to search and investi¬ 
gate them, and to close down any dealers in¬ 
volved in theft.”

Food supplies at risk if bee 
numbers continue to drop

AS IT is revealed that the 
number of bees in Kent has 
slumped by half in recent years, 
one organisation has launched 
its own fightback. 

A report from Friends of the 
Earth (FoE) found the bee pop¬ 
ulation is in freefall. The sting 
in the tail means that with few¬ 
er of them to pollinate crops, 
there will be less food and fail¬ 
ures of whole eco-systems. 

And in turn, manual pollina¬ 
tion will be required - which 
will be massively costly. 

The green campaigners said 
farming in Kent and the rest of 
the South East faces serious 
risk without urgent Govern¬ 
ment action to protect the bees. 

Saving the bee will not only 
provide a continuation of cur¬ 
rent agriculture levels, it will 
save the taxpayer a fortune, be¬ 
cause after all, bees are free. 

FoE said bees pollinate

HOME: Bees need extra help 

around £137.4 million of crop 
sales in the region, according 
to research conducted at the 
University of Reading. But if 
the bee died out, it would an¬ 
nually cost the country a stag¬ 
gering £1.8 billion to hand- 
pollinate crops. That could pay 
for 60,000 teachers. 

The research found Kent has 
already lost more than half the 
honey bees in managed hives, 
and wild honey bee numbers 
are dropping dramatically. 

Solitary bees are declining in 
more than half the areas they 
have been studied, and the 


bumblebee is extinct in the 
South East. However, a species 
of the solitary bee, Halictus 
eurgnathus, thought to be ex¬ 
tinct here, is being reintroduced 
to the South Downs. 

FoE wants David Cameron to 
take action on planning towns, 
change the way we farm and 
use pesticides, and fund nature 
experts to ensure vital bee pop¬ 
ulations are restored. 

And at the North Foreland 
Golf Club in Broadstairs, staff 
are working to help the bee. 

Manager Dan McGrath has 
launched Operation Pollinator, 
to increase the number of pol¬ 
linating insects and bees on the 
course. He said: “The green¬ 
keeping team is proud of the 
work carried, recently install¬ 
ing new nesting sites for bees.” 

FoE campaigner Paul De Zyl- 
va added: “Bees are responsible 
for most of our fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles, so our diet would suffer.”

NHS needs blood to be fit for 
Olympic Games and Jubilee

A MASSIVE 30 per cent in¬ 
crease in blood donations is 
needed in Kent this year to help 
cope with the Olympics. 

NHS Blood and Transplant 
said it needs to hit a target of 
30 per cent more than its usual 
stock to cope with an expected 
slump in donor numbers when 
the Games is on. 

It said in the past, even its 
most regular donors give it a 
miss during big national events 
and celebrations as daily rou¬ 
tines are disrupted. This, com¬ 
bined with the high numbers of 
international visitors with a 
different native blood mix, may 
also put high demand on spe¬ 
cific blood groups. 

The high number of public 
holidays, sporting events and 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations makes forward 
planning essential to ensure 
demand can be met. 

Active donors are being 
urged to make an appointment 
if they are eligible between now

and the start of the Olympics, 
to help build stocks before the 
major events begin. 

Launching the appeal is can¬ 
cer sufferer Ian Morgan from 
Tunbridge Wells, who posed 
with a body painted donor. 

He said: “I always thought it 
was important, if not a civic 
duty, to donate blood, but I 
never expected it would be me 
who needed it. I had three op¬ 


erations, using more than 90 
units of blood in total. I would 
like to urge as many people as 
possible to help save lives.” 

Most in demand in Kent is 
blood type 0+ followed by 0- 
and B- but all donors should 
turn up as soon as they can 
with many sessions having ex¬ 
tended opening times. 

Also, those who haven’t do¬ 
nated before and may not know 
their blood type are encour¬ 
aged to help build stock levels 
by making an appointment to 
start donating now. 

The service said regular do¬ 
nations are a vital resource to 
help treat conditions like can¬ 
cer, long-term illnesses, plus 
people involved in accidents 
and those in maternity care. 

Male donors can give four 
times over 12 months with 12 
weeks between donations and 
women are advised to donate 
three times a year to protect 
them from developing health 
problems such as anaemia. 

New and existing donors can 
visit blood.co.uk or call 0300 
123 2323 for an appointment.

From red carpet stars 
to famine - Brian Aris 
has photographed it all

IT may be easier to complie a list of celebs, royalty, 
and global hotspots that Kent photographer Brian 
Aris hasn’t snapped, and his fans can enjoy some of 
his best work at an exhibition in Whitstable. 

He is a legend in the world of stills having shot 
formal portraits of the Queen, visited some of the 
globe’s worst wartorn regions like Sudan and Vi¬ 
etnam, and focused on the starving of Ethiopia. 

But few will know his name. 

Mr Aris, from Faversham, said: “I have always 
thought a photographer should be seen and not 
heard, so I have shied away from doing interviews. 
I prefer to keep my head down and keep working.” 

He started with the riots in Northern Ireland 
in the late 60s, and his pictures went round the 
world. Then came Princess Anne visiting Sudan, 
and work with Save the Children Fund in Viet¬ 
nam and the Middle East. Ethiopia was visited 
more than once, including with Faversham resi¬ 
dent Bob Geldof and the Band Aid Trust. 

Mr Aris said: “You say to yourself you will go 
back to reporting, but it never works out that way. 

“I enjoyed my time doing that, but once you de¬ 
part and get in to that world of celebrity, studio, 
make-up and hair, it is very hard to then go back. 


I do miss it, but it is a different world now. 

“When I was doing it, a press card and British 
passport were respected back then. I am not so sure 
that’s the case now - more of a target if anything. 

“I have a great respect for the guys who do it - 
they are the finest photographers there are. These 
guys are unsung heroes - they go out there, work 
quietly and get their pictures published showing 
the world what is going on, and the public gener¬ 
ally don’t know who their names. 

“And yet they’ll know the name of a fashion 
photographer who spends all day in a studio with 
a model, where they should take a good picture.” 

And so it was for Mr Aris who went on to cap¬ 
ture on film the world’s best-known faces. His 
catalogue is now a who’s who of fame. 

David Bowie, The Police, Sting, The Rolling 
Stones, The Who, Duran Duran, Spandau Ballet, 
Blondie, Boy George, Madonna, Annie Lennox,

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EXHIBITION 

Downton Abbey 
inspiration behind 
castle’s exhibit of 
real life upstairs 
and downstairs

LEEDS Castle really is Kent’s own 
Downton Abbey, say the organisers 
of a new exhibition set to confirm 
and dispel more than a few myths 
about life upstairs and downstairs. 

During the last year, as castle 
staff relaxed in front of the TV on 
Sunday nights, they experienced a 
rather odd sense of deja vu. 

Being played out in both Down- 
ton Abbey, and the remake of the 
classic Upstairs Downstairs, were 
stories which mirrored exactly 
those of Leeds Castle in the early 
20th century when Lady Baillie 
owned the castle. 

Staff were so struck by the paral¬ 
lels they have developed an exhibi¬ 
tion to show what life was really 
like on the two floors of the castle. 

It is called What the Butler Saw 
and is now running at the castle 
near Maidstone highlighting the 
hidden stories of lives above and 
below stairs. 

Led by heritage manager Nic 
Fulcher, and drawing on archive 
records, memoirs and research, and 
with period costume and artefacts 
to bring the stories to life, for the 
first time the stories of the servants 
will be told alongside those of their 
masters and mistresses. 

‘Upstairs’ stories include Lady Bail- 
lie, who was born Olive Paget in 
1899, the daughter of an English 
peer, Lord Queenborough, and an 
American heiress, Pauline Whitney. 

Olive grew up in fantastic luxury; 
at 16 she had a cheque book, a 
chauffeur driven car and an inde¬ 
pendent life. 

But when World War One came, 
she became a nurse, helping in the 
convalescent homes established 
by her father to support wounded 
officers and soldiers. 


Olive married three times: first, to 
Hon Charles Winn shortly after the 
war, with whom she had two 
daughters; and then to Arthur Wil- 
son-Filmer, with whom she bought 
Leeds Castle in 1926, as a weekend 
country house, spending £180,000 
on the estate, and a further 
£100,000 on refurbishing the cas¬ 
tle. But that marriage also ended in 
divorce in 19 31, when she married 
Sir Adrian Baillie, a Scottish bar¬ 
onet with political aspirations. 

And ‘downstairs’ there were 
more than 40 indoor staff before 
the outbreak of World War Two. 

They were led by a butler and a 
housekeeper alongside maids, gov¬ 
ernesses, nannies and a Belgian 
chef. There were a further 40 or 
so staff employed on the estate, as 
agricultural workers, gardeners, 
chauffeurs and grooms. 

The garage yard, with 10 garag¬ 
es either side, each accommodating 
three cars, for not only estate vehi¬ 
cles but the cars of weekend guests, 
had accommodation for young 
menservants built above it. 

In the castle itself, male and fe¬ 
male servants were accommodated 
in a staff floor behind the batte- 
ments of the castle; the housekeep¬ 
er’s rooms were in the middle, pre¬ 
venting any ‘goings on’. 

On hot summer nights, the maids 
often slid their mattresses out onto 
the castle roof to sleep. 

Many of the maids came from 
Eastern Europe and staff were often 
shared with the London house. 

Even in the 1950s, the girls had 
to be in by 10pm when they had 
their day off, and the housekeeper 
instructed the gatekeeper to lock 
them out if they were late.

Twilight showings to give real Spitfire experience

EVER wondered what a genuine Spitfire 
sounds and looks like when the massive 
Merlin engine is fired up at twilight? 

Soon it will be easy to find out, as 
a series of public open days are being 
held at Biggin Hill, which has taken 
delivery of a small fleet of the iconic 
war machines. 

It has been 53 years since a Spitfire 
has been based at the famed World War 
Two airbase, and now three of them will 
be back at their spiritual home. 

One of the organisers, Robin Brooks 
said: “We want to hold a series of twi¬ 
light open evenings so people can come 
along and sit in the aircraft to see just 
what it was like during those dark days 
of the Battle of Britain. 

“But we will also fire up the engines 
so you can clearly see the long blue 
flames literally spitting out of the ex¬ 
haust pipes. 

“There is nothing like the sound of a 
Merlin engine up close and personal, 
and we want to share these aircraft 
with the public, rather than lock 
them away in hangers so no-one gets to 
enjoy them.” 

The Spitfire Company (Biggin Hill) 
Ltd is the dream of a Kent man who has 
a long association with flying Spitfires. 


Peter Monk, from Pembury, set 
up the business at the Biggin Hill Herit¬ 
age Hangar. 

He is already known as the owner of a 
Spitfire Mark 9 called the Kent Spitfire, 
and named Spirit of Kent. This iconic 
aircraft has performed at venues 
throughout the country and remains a 
firm favourite at many displays. 

Now it is joined by a rare Mark IA 
Spitfire, tagged X4650 KL-A; another 
Mark 9 Spitfire from Canada, marked 
MK912, called Borough of Bromley; 
and a Mark 16 Spitfire, TE184. 

All those additional aircraft meant 
Mr Monk needed to lease a hangar at 
Biggin Hill. 

And as if that’s not enough, more 
Spitfires are scheduled to join the com¬ 
pany over the next few months. 

Mr Monk said: “With the sad 
demise of the annual air fair here, the 
establishment of the heritage hangar 
will certainly put Biggin Hill back where 
it belongs on the vintage aviation map 
of the UK.” 

The Heritage Hangar is due to be 
launched in June.

Power lines to be removed from beauty spot

A LEADING power company is 
investing m il l ions in burying 
electricity cables to protect 
stunning countryside, raising 
hopes it could spell an end to 
unsightly overhead wires. 

The mile-long electricity 
lines in Hucking, located in the 
Kent Downs Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty (AONB), 
are being removed by UK Pow¬ 
er Networks and replaced with 
underground cables. 

It forms part of a £6.6m 
scheme to bury power lines be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2015. 

The Hucking project, which 
will cost £3 52,000, is the latest 
of seven to be carried out across 
Kent in a bid to protect nation¬ 
ally important landscapes. 

Lamberhurst, St Margaret’s- 
at-Cliffe, Cobham Park, White 
Horse Wood Country Park in 
Detling, Ightham Mote, and 
Throwley near Faversham, 
have all seen similar projects, 
totaling more than £lm. 

UK Power Networks’ pro¬ 
tected areas project officer 
Shaun Barrell said the Hucking 


power lines had stood since the 
1960s and were visible from 
public viewpoints. 

“It is a popular area of coun¬ 
tryside so we are pleased to be 
playing our role in enhancing 
the landscape for future gener¬ 
ations,” he said. 

Rural campaigners, who fear 
huge swathes of countryside 
being destroyed by pylons and 
cables, hope it paves the way 
for more underground cabling. 


A controversial debate be¬ 
gan last year when Protect 
Kent, the county’s branch of 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE), raised con¬ 
cerns over plans by the Nation¬ 
al Grid to build pylon develop¬ 
ments - usually measuring 
130ft to 180ft high - across ru¬ 
ral landscapes. 

Although National Grid 
would not confirm routes, con¬ 
servationists outlined two; one 


running from Rowden, near 
Croydon through west Kent to 
Lydd - which was eventually 
blocked by the Government - 
and the other from Canterbury 
to Richborough. 

While activists campaigned 
for underground cabling, the 
National Grid argued the costs 
would be considerably more 
than overhead power lines. 

A report by the Infrastruc¬ 
ture Planning Committee pub-

lished earlier this year found 
burying cables would cost from 
£10m-£24m over a 40-year 
period compared to £2m-£4m 
for overhead lines. 

But this latest investment by 
UK Power Networks has given 
conservationists hope that 
firms are leaning more towards 
underground cabling. 

Spokesman for Protect Kent 
Jamie Weir said: “The country¬ 
side is something that will be 


cherished by future genera¬ 
tions and it is therefore critical 
that we get more of this invest¬ 
ment to safeguard our beauti¬ 
ful landscapes. 

“The fact UK Power Net¬ 
works is able to make this un¬ 
dergrounding cost effective 
shows it is not too expensive to 
do. We hope to see many more 
pylons which blight our coun¬ 
tryside moving underground 
in the near future.” 

Tim Owen, from Kent Downs 
AONB, said removal of the 
power lines in Hucking would 
enable some of the areas to be 
planted with new trees to pro¬ 
vide continuous blocks of 
woodland in the future. 

“This will give a more natu¬ 
ral feel to the landscape and al¬ 
low the woodland habitat to 
become more continuous and 
complete,” he said. 

Woodland Trust site manag¬ 
er for the Hucking estate Clive 
Steward said the area contained 
ancient woodland, which has 
existed for hundreds of years. 
He said: “The removal of the 
power lines will enable visitors 
to appreciate the true beauty 
and history of these woods.”

Jane Austen’s Letters 
go on display as new 
archive centre opens

AS the Kent History and Li¬ 
brary Centre in Maidstone 
opened its doors last week, one 
of five letters that Jane Austen 
wrote to her niece in Kent was 
among the archive treasures 
on show. 

Jane Austen’s love for Kent 
stemmed from her family’s 
strong links with the county. 

Perhaps her favourite place 
here was Godmersham Park, 
near Canterbury, close to the 
North Downs Way in the Stour 
Valley, which has changed lit¬ 
tle since the author’s time, 200 
years ago. 

She often visited her brother 
Edward’s country home and 
estate there after he inherited it 
in 1812. 

Jane was obviously taken 
with the surroundings. 

On arriving at Godmersham 
in June, 1808, she wrote: “The 
country is very beautiful. I saw 
as much as ever to admire in 
my yesterday’s journey.” 

Previously, on occasions, 
Jane had stayed nearby with 
her parents and sister Cassan¬ 
dra, or her brother Frank. 

On one evening, she says: 
“We dined at Goodnestone and 
in the evening danced two 
country dances... we supped 
there, and walked home at 
night under the shade of two 
umbrellas.” 

Edward and his young wife 
spent their early married life on 
the Goodnestone estate, before 
moving to nearby Godmer¬ 
sham, and Jane was a regular 
guest. She began writing Pride 
and Prejudice after staying at 
Goodnestone in 1796. When 
Edward had established himself 
at Godmersham, Jane also vis¬ 
ited nearby Chilham. 

She dined there in 1813, re¬ 
marking: “As I must leave off

being young, I am put on the 
sofa near the fire and can drink 
as much wine as I like.” 

At this time, Jane also visited 
the then new Canterbury pris¬ 
on with her brother Edward. 

She frequently visited the ca¬ 
thedral city to shop, pay morn¬ 
ing calls and possibly even 
went there to dance. 

When not visiting Kent, Jane 
would still write at length from 
her home in Hampshire to her 
niece, Fanny Knight, Edward’s 
daughter, who was living at 
Godmersham Park. 

Five of these personal letters 
are held by the Kent History 
and Library Centre. They pro¬ 
vide a fascinating insight into 
Jane’s thinking and attitudes 
towards young love. 

As her relationship with her 
niece was so close, Jane offers 
Fanny guidance about her feel¬ 
ings for her admirers. 

In the first two letters, writ¬ 
ten in 1814, Jane initially tells 
Fanny: “Your mistake has been 
one that thousands of women 
fall into. He was the first young 
man who attached himself to 
you. That was the charm and 
most powerful it is.” 

However, later on, Jane is 


adamant that Fanny must give 
up the man. 

“Anything is to be preferred 
or endured rather than marry¬ 
ing without affection; and, if 
his deficiencies of manner 
strike you more than all his 
good qualities, if you continue 
to think strongly of them, give 
him up at once,” she says, re¬ 
ferring to John Pemberton 
Plumptre, ofFredville. 

Jane’s writing is neat, precise 
and fills the letter pages. She 
signs herself ‘Yours most affec¬ 
tionately J. Austen,’ and in¬ 
cludes the address before fold¬ 
ing the letter for posting. 

Fanny Knight later married 
Sir Edward Knatchbull, and the 
letters she held were part of the 
Knatchbull family archive 
passed on to Kent County 
Council for safe keeping 50 
years ago. 

Jane would dine at the Bull 
and George, in Dartford, where 
she describes how her writing 
and dressing boxes were packed 
off in another carriage by mis¬ 
take, and were heading for the 
West Indies. Fortunately, they 
were quickly retrieved. 

In east Kent, Jane got to 
know other notable properties 
including Eastwell Park, near 
Charing, and Sandling, near 
Hythe. 

Her family connections had 
also taken her into west Kent. 
At the age of 12, she had visited 
The Red House in Sevenoaks, 
where Francis Austen, her fa¬ 
ther’s elderly uncle, was living. 

He paid for Jane’s father 
George to be educated at Ton- 
bridge Grammar School, where 
he later taught. 

You can take a guided walk 
around Tonbridge to visit other 
places in the town with Austen 
family links. Borrow the audio 
guide from Tonbridge library, 
or visit the website www.kent.

Give the unemployed a chance 


Alan Jefferies says it’s time for a change in thinking by both employers 
and job seekers when it comes to the benefits of offering unpaid work 


MANY people seem to think 
job seekers are lazy scroungers, 
sponging off the government. 

However the reality of trying 
to carve out a career in a tough 
job market is more difficult 
than many appreciate. 

Our company has had a few 
problems where we have tried 
to help the unemployed. 

The Coalition’s commitment 
to getting people into work is 
admirable, but is this unpaid 
work scheme the right way to 
do it? 

Clearly the unemployed 
don’t seem to be responding. 

Similar schemes have not 
worked in other countries, and 
there is evidence that coercing 
people into unpaid training or 
work masks rather than solves 
the unemployment crisis. 

So why would we do it then? 
Because we think we should, 
and there is not much else be¬ 
ing offered. 

But are employers abusing 
the system? Clearly some are 


offering no training and get¬ 
ting manpower on the cheap. 

My company is now review¬ 
ing the money are we investing 
in this scheme. 

This is because of the waste 
in interviewing potential staff/ 
trainees who don’t give the 
training any chance. 

They come with a view that 
we are getting them on the 
cheap or the training has no 
value to them. Too many bail 
out before they understand 
what we are doing as a busi¬ 
ness and what we are offering. 

Many want an instant well- 
paid job but don’t have the 
skills to function at the most 
basic levels. 

For example, street English 
may be acceptable in the pub, 
but not on the telephone to our 
customers. 

Some younger trainees are 
too busy telling each other 
about their life histories, or try¬ 
ing to prove they don’t need a 
job, whereas older trainees can 


believe they have already 
learned about it all at the ‘uni¬ 
versity of life’. 

They fail to understand that 
what is being offered is a new 
start with a future. 

No doubt most unemployed 
really do want to work but far 
too many think that being 
on the dole is their life, and 
what’s the point of learning 
something new? 

Maybe the way benefits are 
offered need to be amended; it 
shouldn’t be a way of life but a 
system to help those in need. It 
should not just go through the 
motions to meet pointless tar¬ 
gets, but actually help people 
to get life-changing work. 

Far too often we have train¬ 
ees who find their training with 
us is misinterpreted by an offi- 
cal body as real work and this 
benefit is halted or that benefit 
is not paid. We then lose the 
trainee while this is being sort¬ 
ed out. 

It’s not fair on us because we

lose the time we are investing 
and it’s not fair on the unem¬ 
ployed trainee. 

OK, so what do we offer? 

The minimum anyone who 
completes our training will 
get is a letter of reference, expe¬ 
rience of the call centre indus¬ 
try, an introduction to market¬ 
ing, and - most importantly - a 
methodology example of how 
to sell themselves to win over 
future employers. 

The best they can expect is a 
job with a future and an oppor¬ 
tunity to progress as we 
progress. A job with value, a 
job we both invested in. 

We know great people are 
out there who want jobs, but 
why is it proving to be so diffi¬ 
cult to find them? 

So, we operate unemployed 
training - but should we? Yes 
we should, everyone needs a 
chance.

k MY MOTHER lives in a 
I residential care home, and 
L because of her complex needs 
she is now fully funded. Is she entitled 
to retain her full state pension? 


A ACCORDING to the charity 

Age UK, your mother’s right to 
a state pension is not affected 
by the fact that she now lives in a care 
home. 

However, as you might expect, if 
the local authority helps with her care 
home fees, then when the amount of 
assistance is calculated her pension is 
taken into account along with any 
other income she might have. 

Savings and any other capital are 
also taken into account in deciding 
whether any help is due and if so, then 
how much. 

So, although your mother’s pension 
is not reduced, some of it might be 
expected to be paid towards the fees, 
which has the same result of reducing 
her net spendable income. 

On the other hand, so-called ‘fully 
funded’ care is the expression used 
when someone’s main reason for being 
in a care home is because of a health 
condition. 

In these circumstances, the NHS is 
responsible for the care home fees, paid 
through the local primary care trust, 
and Age UK advises that if your mother 
is eligible for NHS continuing health¬ 
care, then this should have no effect on 
her state pension.

k MY WIFE and I invest £20 a 
I month into unit trusts for 
^each of our two grandchildren, 
and we have been doing this for some 
years. 

Our daughter and her husband are 
not aware of this. We planned to hand 
over the investment to each child at 18. 

A friend has now warned that if we 
die before then, the units will count 
towards our estate and 40pc could be 
taken in inheritance tax. Is this true? 

If so, what can we do about it? 

A IF YOUR daughter has no idea 
that the units exist, then I 
imagine you and your wife have 
been investing in your own names. 

If so, your friend is right. There 
would be nothing to show that these 
units are not part of your own savings, 
and subject to inheritance tax along 
with everything else that you own. 

Of course, a lot depends on the size of 
your estate, and there are exemptions. 

For example, no tax is charged on 
bequests from one spouse to the other. 

But after exemptions and allowances 
have been used up, anything you 
leave above £325,000 is indeed taxed 
at 40pc. 

My advice is to contact the unit trust 
company. It probably has a scheme for 
setting units aside as a gift that would 
fall within your annual gifts exemption 


i I BUY and sell pop memorabilia 
I on eBay as a hobby. It started 
[ when I sold my collection of 
vinyl records, and now I deal in 
autographs, programmes, and similar 
souvenirs. 

Mostly I plough the money back 
into buying anything that looks like a 
bargain. 

Can you confirm that I do not need 
to declare this for tax, please? 

A IT SEEMS to me that you have 
crossed the line from pursuing 
a hobby and have become a 
trader, which means you could be 
liable for income tax. 

Broadly speaking, if you sell 
anything that you have owned for 
some time, and you did not buy it in 
the first place to make a profit, then 
the taxman is not interested. 

This is exactly what you did with 
your old records. 

But you buy items now if they are a 
bargain, which suggests you hope to 
sell them at a profit. 

You also say that you ‘deal’ in 
memorabilia, and the tax inspector will 
take this to mean you are a trader. 

The bad news is that HM Revenue & 
Customs is investigating dealers who 
appear regularly on sites such as eBay. 

The good news is that you can 
escape the worst penalties if you 
contact the taxman voluntarily by 
June 14. 

After this, HMRC will be tracking 
down traders and the usual penalties 
and interest will apply. 

Q I HAVE received a demand for 
arrears of tax from 2007-08 
and I need to check this. 

How much would I have been 
allowed to earn before paying tax in 
that year? 

A THE income tax personal 

allowance for that year was 
£5,225. 

Tax then started at lOpc on the next 
£2,230 of your income, before rising to 
the basic 22pc rate.

First-time buyer basics 
make for a happy home 

ADAM AIKEN offers a few pointers that will make the 
idea of buying your first home not such a daunting one... 


BUYING your first home is likely to 
be one of the biggest steps you will 
ever take. 

Perhaps it is not quite as life¬ 
changing as getting married or be¬ 
coming a parent, but it’s still up there 
as a major event. 

As such, it can be quite daunting. 

For many people, owning a home 
is something that only ‘older people’ 
do, and the realisation that it is time 
for the next generation to step on to 
the property ladder can be a real 
coming-of-age moment. 

So it is important to take your time 
when you go through the process. It 
may be an exciting period of your life, 
but make sure you do not rush it. 
How much can you borrow? 

Before you start house-hunting, find 
out how much you can afford to 
borrow. 

“It is important to think about 
your current monthly outgoings - 
knowing you can meet your pay¬ 
ments every month makes having a 
mortgage far less stressful,” said Chris 
Smith, of Yorkshire Building Society. 

Jayne Walters, a spokesman for 
the Council of Mortgage Lenders, 
said: “If you are looking to buy your 
first home, you need to have saved a 
good-sized deposit to get a mortgage. 

“Although products with small de¬ 
posits are available, as are schemes to 
help first-time buyers and other bor¬ 
rowers buy properties, the best rates 
will be found with larger deposits. 

“All lenders have different criteria, 
so shopping around or using a bro¬ 
ker can help you work out the most 
suitable mortgage.” 

A mortgage lender will look at 
your budget to gauge what you can 
afford to borrow. In order to ensure 
you don’t find yourself committed to 
repayments you cannot meet, you 
may be taken through an affordabil¬ 
ity check that will look at your salary 
and monthly outgoings. 

It is important to tell the truth at 
this stage. An affordability test is to 
help you as much as the lender, be¬ 
cause if you end up unable to afford 
your mortgage repayments, you will 
risk seeing your home repossessed. 

Sometimes a lender will give an 
‘agreement in principle’ - an indica¬ 
tion of what you could borrow. This 
will help guide you towards proper¬ 
ties in the appropriate price bracket 
and reduce the risk of being disap¬ 
pointed further down the line.

As well as the financial side of things, 
do some research into where you 
would like to live. 



SHOPPING AROUND FOR BEST DEALS 


THE days of 100 per cent 
mortgages have Long gone, and 
millions of people have found it 
harder to get on the housing ladder 
in recent years - even as mortgage 
rates have hit historic lows. 

Borrowers who want to secure 
the best rates now need to have 
sizeable deposits to put down. 

The best rates are reserved 
for people who can put down 
deposits of 25pc or more. This 
gives them access to 75pc loan- 
to-value deals - in other words, 
mortgages that advance no more 
than 75pc of a property's value. 

Of course, this is far from 
realistic for many people, but it is 
nevertheless worth saving as 
much as you can. 

"It's an uphill battle, but there 
are some good rates out there," 
said Mr Ossei, at Uswitch. 

"Some providers, such as 
Nationwide with its Save to Buy 
accounts, even bundle together a 
savings account with a competi¬ 
tive interest rate and a mortgage 
for first-time buyers. 

"What's vital is that first-time 
buyers make their money work 
as hard as possible by shopping 
around for the best savings rate 
available." 

Lending to first-time buyers 
seems to be on the increase, 
partly thanks to initiatives such 
as a stamp-duty holiday and the 
Government-backed NewBuy 
scheme.

‘Spend this money 
to help rescue our 
struggling towns’

A TOTAL of £300,000 is available to help reju¬ 
venate Folkestone and Hythe town centres - but 
the money is going to waste, according to cam¬ 
paigners in the area. 

Members of the local Labour Party are calling 
on Shepway District Council and Hythe Town 
Council to act quickly and use the cash to 
help businesses facing closure. 

A recent study of Hythe town centre by 
Business Week revealed that many traders feared 
they would no longer be in business by the end 
of the year. 

Currently £100,000 of Government cash from 
the High Street Innovation Fund is available for 
Shepway as a whole, and a further £200,000 
is available under a Section 106 planning 
agreement relating to the new Sainsbury’s store 
in Hythe - a development that many say has 
made life even tougher for high-street retailers. 
This money has been earmarked for town-centre 
improvements. 

Matthew Hillyer, of Hythe Labour Party, is 
calling for action after talking to traders. 

He said: “From my understanding, the 
£100,000 has arrived with a set of guidelines 
but without any specific contractual terms and 
conditions, or as yet any committee to process 


and evaluate applications. Is this fund just for 
empty shops, or can struggling existing shop- 
owners apply? What are the targets and how will 
it be distributed? Will a specific amount be used 
to provide new jobs? 

“A sum of £200,000 was made available for 
town-centre improvements by Sainsbury’s in 
2009, yet as of today there is only one accepted 
application for some of this money - £5,000 for 
a new town board. 

“Why have the businesses and shoppers not 
been consulted on how this money should be 
invested? Why has it remained largely un¬ 
touched for close to three years? 

“I am astounded that a staggering 94 per cent 
of traders we surveyed said they had never been 
consulted on how it should be spent, while oth¬ 
ers told us they did not know the money even 
existed.” 

Shepway District Council said this week that it 
was looking at ways to spend the £100,000 
effectively, pledging it would be used to help 
revitalise shopping facilities. 

“We know that empty shops can spoil the 
attractiveness of a town and any help we can get 
to tackle this is very welcome,” said Alan Clifton- 
Holt, cabinet member for the economy. 

He said it was essential the money was put to 
the best possible use and the council’s first step 
would be to draw up a plan to target spending.

He said: “This could include supporting busi¬ 
ness rate discounts for new start-up businesses 
that take on empty properties, or working with 
landlords to encourage them to also contribute 
to a business rate discount for new occupiers. 

“How we use the money needs careful plan¬ 
ning. We will be drawing together people from 
across the council as well as partners to ensure 
that it’s put to the best possible use.” 

The High Street Innovation Fund is one of a 
packet of measures announced by MP Grant 
Shapps in response to the High Street Review 
from Government retail guru Mary Portas. 

Shepway council is one of 100 authorities 
across the country to receive funding. It agreed 
that Section 106 money was part of the Sains¬ 
bury’s planning agreement in Hythe but said 
that as a legal agreement it was highly specific. 

Shepway council’s share of the money 
(£170,000) must be spent on “improvements to 
the public realm”, while £30,000 allocated to 
Hythe Town Council is earmarked for activities 
and promotion.

International defence 
contractor welcomes 
MP for premises tour

MP Damian Green paid a visit 
to one of the county’s leading 
defence-contractor companies, 
which exports its goods across 
the world. 

Peli Hardigg, which is based 
in Ashford, make cases for 
hardware including bombs, 
guns, aircraft components and 
satellite dishes for the military. 

Customers include the Brit¬ 
ish Army, the US Marines, the 
French army and the Saudi 
Arabian air force. 

The company, which has an 
annual turnover of more than 
£300 million, is American- 
owned and moved much of its 
European manufacturing to 
Ashford 18 months ago. 

“The workforce is more flex¬ 
ible and transport links are ex¬ 
cellent,” said managing direc¬ 
tor Mark Heydon. 

Among the contracts for Peli 
Hardigg are containers for 
canopies and other compon¬ 
ents for Saudi Arabia as 
part of a deal that saw the 
Gulf state buy the Eurofighter 
Typhoon aircraft, weapons 
cases for the British Army’s SA 
80 assault rifle, protective 
carriers for the Paveway Four 
guided bomb and containers 
for satellite uplinks for the US 
Marines. 

Foam packaging to protect 


the equipment is also made at 
the Ashford plant. 

“You can push one of our 
cases out of the back of an 
aircraft attached to a para¬ 
chute and it’ll arrive on the 
ground undamaged and ready 
for use,” said sales manager 
Maurice Morsia. 

“For troops on the ground, 
that is obviously vital. We can 
truthfully say that for our 
business mission failure is not 
an option.” 

Some 70 per cent of the 
company’s overall product is 
exported, with France, Ger¬ 
many and Sweden the major 
markets. 

As well as components for 
the military, the cases and con¬ 
tainers are also bought by the 
emergency services. 

A range of waterproof note¬ 
pads - issued to soldiers in the 
field - is also one of Peli Har- 
digg’s products, as are cases for 
24-carat-gold-plated spanners, 
used by armourers because 
they eliminate potentially 
dangerous static electricity. 

Green said: “It is great to see 
companies such as Peli Har¬ 
digg in Ashford - not just com¬ 
peting successfully domestic¬ 
ally but on a world stage.”

VATTENFALL has received industry 
recognition, with Thanet Offshore Wind 
Farm winning a top energy prize. 

The 100-turbine scheme won the 
Offshore Renewables Award at the 
Offshore Achievement Awards - the first 
time a renewable energy award has been 
given by the organiser, the Society of 
Petroleum Engineers (SPE). 

Company spokesman Ole Bigum Nielsen 
said: "Vattenfall is honoured to have 
received this prestigious award on behalf of 
everyone who helped build the wind farm. 

"We think that the people of Thanet 
should take much of the credit for this 
award as Vattenfall could not have done it 
without the support and efforts of Local 
people, communities and businesses. 

"We also think it reflects weLL on the hard 
work and engineering excellence of the 
British workforce that helped build the wind 
farm in a Little over two years." 


The 300MW Thanet Offshore Wind Farm 
was until recently the Largest operating 
offshore wind farm in the world. It started 
generating power in June 2010 and is 
controlled from its operations and 
maintenance base in Ramsgate. 

More than 1,000 British workers helped 
build the wind farm over a two-year period 
and the wind farm now employs 20 Locally- 
based technicians. 

It has been designed to generate clean, 
green power for the next 20 to 25 years, 
producing the equivalent annual electricity 
demand of 200,000 UK households.

Hadlow’s green rural hub building 
scoops sustainable design award 


HADLOW College’s Rural Re¬ 
generation Centre has won its 
third award, after scooping the 
Sustainable Design Project of 
the Year 2012 in the Green IT 
Awards. 

The building, which acts as a 
‘rural hub’ for conferences and 
seminars, serves as a visitor 
centre. 

The building is constructed 
to sustainable PassivHaus 
standards using renewable 
technology and has low carbon 
emissions. It uses just 10 per 


cent of the typical energy con¬ 
sumption of a modern building 
and is the first of its kind to be 
constructed in the UK using 
prefabricated materials. 

The RRC is a sympathetic 
conversion and extension to 
redundant cow sheds, with 
over 9 5 per cent of the original 
shed structure being retained 
on site. 

It is situated on the college’s 
operational dairy farm. 

Designer of the RRC, James 
Anwyl, director of Eurobuild 


said: “It’s great to be recognised 
for the design work we did for 
Hadlow College. 

“The only way to build a Pas¬ 
sivHaus building for less than 
the standard cost was to re¬ 
hearse the entire construction 
‘virtually’ - on the computer 
using building information 
modelling (BIM). 

“We achieved this and built 
at an affordable level by using 
BIM. Without ArchiCAD 
(BIM) this may not have been 
possible.”

Among them is Tegan Hunter, 
who had been homeless for three 
years, ‘sofa surfing’ at friends’ 
houses and for several months 
sleeping on a park bench. For 18 months 
she has Lived at a homelessness hostel. 

Having done badly at school, she had no self- 
confidence and no idea how to get her Life back 
on track and get a job. But through a partnership 
between the hostel and Canterbury College, she was 
able to take a series of courses and qualifications. 

Through participating in a project part-funded by 
the European Social Fund, Tegan completed courses 
and qualifications in Literacy and Numeracy (both OCR 
Levels 1 and 2), Basic IT, CV Writing, Word Processing 
(EDCL Level 2), Spreadsheets and Employability Skills. 
She is now considering taking an apprenticeship in 
Business Administration. 

More confident and focused, she is actively seeking 
work and encourages other residents to attend 
courses. 

"These courses have changed my Life," she said. "I 
didn’t have the right attitude towards myself and Life 
before I took them." 


ON release from prison in 2008, Ben March from Tonbridge was given the opportunity 
to refresh his Level Two Literacy and Numeracy qualifications, and on completion of 
these he was asked to become a Skills for Life tutor with the New Skills New Lives 
project in the Kent probation area. 

This year he has been recognised for his achievements in the awards. 

Ben had no experience of teaching but could empathise with offenders and help them 
gain their Literacy and numeracy qualifications, and so was given in-depth training to 
help him become a competent tutor. 

Ben completed a Level Three Preparing to Teach in the Lifelong Learning Sector 
qualification and an Information and Guidance qualification to provide him with 
formal skills for the job. While working as a tutor, he is studying for a Diploma to 
Teach in the Lifelong Learning Sector and is now a fully-qualified teacher in 
adult education. 

The work that Ben has done with young offenders has had an impact 
on re-offending rates and is vastly improving their job prospects, 
with Ben’s own journey acting as an inspiration to many. 

"The learning that I have completed during my time with 
the project has been a breath of fresh air, allowing me 
to forge a successful new career," he said.

SHEPWAY DISTRICT COUNCIL 

MEMBERS' ALLOWANCES SCHEME 

The Local Authorities' (Members' Allowances) (England) 
Regulations 2003 place certain duties on local authorities 
in connection with publicising the recommendations made 
by their Independent Remuneration Panel. (IRP). 

i. The report of the IRP proposes a model for allowances 
that is transparent, sustainable, easy to understand 
and easy to operate. The model proposed would link all 
allowances to the basic councillors allowance (paid to 
all councillors) by a 'points' system. 

ii. The recommended 'point' scores for different roles are 
based on the panel's consideration of the appropriate 
and justifiable relativities between those roles as they 
operate at Shepway District Council. The consolidated 
basic allowance referred to below has a point score of 
100. The relative 'scores' may not be the same as in 
other Councils, but the panel is a Shepway panel 
looking at what is relevant and appropriate within 
Shepway. 

iii. Based on this approach, the report proposes point 
scores for each of the special responsibility 
allowances, which will, if adopted, establish the 
relativities both between the different special 
responsibility allowances and between those 
allowances and the basic allowance. 

The recommendations of the panel relate to the Members' 
Allowances Scheme for 2012/13. They are as follows: 

(1) That the option for councillors to join the Local 
Government Pension Scheme not be introduced 

(2) That Shepway District Council introduce a dependants' 
carers' allowance at the level of the national minimum 
wage 

(3) That no changes be made to the current scheme for 
reimbursing travel and subsistence expenses 

(4) That the scheme for travelling and subsistence related 
to official duties be adopted by the council 

(5) That the voluntary discount be maintained at 50% 

(6) That the current ICT allowance be consolidated into 
the basic allowance 

(7) That the revised consolidated basic allowance be set 
at £4,500 

(8) That the councillors basic allowances be adjusted 
annually at the start of the civic year by the Consumer 
Price Index figure for the proceeding February 
(published in March) 

(9) That the application of indexation to the councillors basic 
allowance be subject to an annual vote of full Council 

(10) That special responsibility allowances be determined 
by reference to the basic allowance and amended in 
line with amendments to that basic allowance 

(11) That the committees are classified into tiers and that 
special responsibility allowances be paid to the chairs 
of tier one and tier two committees only 

(12) That the special responsibility allowance for the chair 
of a tier one committee be set at 100 points which 
equates to an allowance of £4,500 

(13) That the That special responsibility allowance for the 
chair of a tier two committee be set at 30 points and 
frozen at its current level until the effects of indexation 
brings the proposed allowance to the level of the current 
allowance which equates to an allowance of £1,350 

(14) The payment of special responsibility allowances to 
vice-chairs of committees is discontinued 

(15) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
cabinet members is set at the level of 200 points which 
equates to an allowance of £9,000 

(16) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
Deputy Leader of the Council is set at the level of 220 
points which equates to an allowance of £9,900 

(17) The special responsibility allowance for Leader of the 
Council is set at 440 points which equates to an 
allowance of £19,800 

(18) That the special responsibility allowance for Leader of 
the Council is frozen at its current level until such time 
as the proposed level matches the current level under 
indexation arrangements 

(19) That up to a maximum of nine special responsibility 
allowances are paid to Lead Members set at a level of 
30 points which equates to an allowance of £1,350 

(20) That the current group allowances be abolished 

(21) That a single special responsibility allowance for the 
role of 'Leader of the Opposition' (being defined as the 
leader of the largest minority group not forming part of 
the administration) be introduced at the level of 150 
points which equates to an allowance of £6,750 

(22) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
Chair of the Council is set at 150 points which equates 
to an allowance of £6,750 

(23) The special responsibility allowance for the role of 
Vice-Chair of the Council is set at 30 points which

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THE INTERVIEW 


Paul L Martin 


Trinity Million, the global sensation 
who never forgets his county roots 

Joe Bill meets the village Lad whose one-off charity show inspired an international career 


T HE late-night entertainment bars 
and clubs of London’s West End 
can seem a million miles away 
from the villages of Kent. 

But for Paul L Martin, who hails 
from Littlebourne, near 
Canterbury, having his name in lights in the 
capital became almost a right of passage. 

The 36-year-old has been described by The 
Stage magazine as the king of cabaret and his 
career has seen him perform across the world. 

But Martin’s transition to his recent role as 
a panel judge on a cable-TV reality show was 
far from the typical pushy parents and child- 
star syndrome so many performers go through. 

He said: “I have the people of Kent, and 
especially Littlebourne, to thank for pushing me 
into cabaret. My mother went on the committee 
of the local leukaemia research fund because 
the son of a friend of hers had leukaemia and 
they were trying to think of ways to raise 
money for him. 

“I was only 15 at the time and my mum said 
‘Why don’t you and your little friends put on a 
show?’. So basically we did a 90-minute show 
in a barn and it went from there. 

“We performed songs from musicals, sketches 
and comedy from Victoria Wood - and we 
ended up doing it four years in a row. I didn’t 
know at the time that it was cabaret that I was 
doing but that is definitely where it started.” 

Martin is currently the judge on the 
Sky Living show Bigger Than..., which 
offers lookalikes the chance to be pampered 
like their famous counterparts, but with a 
rather large twist. 

He explained: “You add in the name of a pop 
star, say Bigger than... Britney. It is a search for 
lookalikes who are bigger than the pop star. 

“We find some large girls who might look like 
Britney if they slimmed down a bit and we give 
them weight-loss programmes that Britney has 
tried in the past. We knock it down to the last 
three and then the winner gets representation 


with my agency company. ” 

But back at the start of his career, the cabaret 
star wasn’t aware of the path his career would 
take: “I think I was quite stupid when I was 
younger. I didn’t know that I wanted to go into 
performance - people had to tell me. It was a bit 
ridiculous that I hadn’t realised it because I was 
always singing and dancing and all that. 

“I worked at Canterbury Cathedral during a 
year out and all the ladies there would say ‘Of 
course, you’ll be off to drama school soon’ and I 
hadn’t even thought about it.” 

At 20, Martin went to Mountview Drama 
School in London, but it didn’t exactly end how 
the performer had planned. 

He said: “I did a three-year musical theatre 
course, but right before the end I had problems 
with funding and I actually didn’t graduate. I 
left about three months before the ceremony 
and then, like everyone, became an out-of-work 
actor and a waiter. 

“I ended up writing a play that I put on in 
London Lringe. It was a one-man show. It was 
a mixture of my words, other people’s songs 
and some poetry that I had written and had 
published in some London magazines. I used 
that as my own graduation. ” 

Now the founder and director of his own 
entertainment agency, Excess All Areas, 

Martin spends a lot of time behind the scenes 
creating the stage magic and was recently 
named ‘best producer’ at the London Lringe 
Report Awards 2012. 

But the performer’s big break couldn’t have 
been any less ‘behind the scenes’ as he quickly 
became known by his alter-ego, Trinity Million. 

He said: “I was working in a bar in Old 
Compton Street at the time and two drag 
queens came in and I had a good chat with 
them and told them I was an actor. Their reply 
was to tell me that they were in need of some 
new drag showgirls for their act. 

“Two weeks later, I was wearing a corset and 
became a showgirl. It was great -1 learned 



everything there and ended up being a drag 
queen for about seven years, playing at different 
venues in the West End. 

“The thing about drag is that it gives you a 
tremendous amount of power regarding some 


of the things you can get away with saying. 

If you were standing there saying this while 
dressed as a bloke you would probably get 
punched, so it gives you a lot of confidence.” 

It was during his days as Trinity Million that 
Paul L Martin appeared on TV shows with the 
likes of Michael Barrymore as well as getting 
parts in musicals including Angels, Punks And 
Raging Queens and Ruthless as well as creating 
the role of Philip Salon for the Boy George 
musical Taboo. 

“It was when I started travelling that 
I hung up my dress. I did shows in New York 
at the famous Don’t Tell Mama bar. I went 
on to perform in Berlin, Rome and Paris doing 
pure cabaret.” 

But even when travelling the globe, Martin is 
close to his roots in the Garden of England. 

He said: “My family are all still in Kent. My 
mum and my sister run an antiques shop in 
St Nicholas at Wade in Thanet, and others live 
in Greenhill. So I am still tied to the county and 
I have many fond memories of growing up here. 

“I am always heading back to see the family, 
plus myself and my husband have been 
thinking about buying a house in Margate 
and we are very excited about the regeneration 
of that area.” 

Having recently organised the London 
Cabaret Awards, Martin has been heralded for 
his work in helping the resurgence of stage art 
in the capital. However, arguably one of his 
most high-profile roles is looming just a few 
weeks away. 

He said: “I will be hosting the Diamond 
Jubilee celebrations in Battersea Park. There is 
obviously a very special flotilla heading down 
the Thames with the Queen onboard and the 
celebrations happen after that. It will be really 
exciting and completely free.”

Arabian night was different 
but lacked that vital spark 


BEING different can be a double-edged sword in 
today’s competitive eating-out marketplace. 

After all, get it wrong and the chances are the 
discerning diner never darkens your hand- 
towels again and takes his business elsewhere. 

But get it right and it can deliver an ever- 
increasing stream of customers through your 
doors, armed with recession-busting cash. 

Yet being different in Canterbury is no easy 
task. As perhaps the county’s most 
cosmopolitan of hubs, there is barely a variety 
of food that is not served up in one of its many 
restaurants. 

Azouma, however, looks to catch the eye by 
offering an authentic experience that extends to 
more than just food. What it tries to achieve is 
the deliverance of a little slice of Moroccan sun 
or Arabian warmth on a gloomy Friday night. 

And it gets so close to achieving it that you 
cannot help but be rather won over. 

Because, even aside from the starters and the 
mains, those who want to buy into the Arabic 
lifestyle can eat, drink and then go and sit 
outside and puff on a shisha pipe while sipping a 
cocktail or pot of mint tea. 

Close your eyes and use your imagination 
and the streets of the city can almost become 
the crowded lanes of the souks of Marrakesh as 
you sit there puffing away. 


RESTAURANT REVIEW 



You have to give Azouma 10 out of 10 for 
effort. Situated just outside the city walls - and 
away from the main hordes of tourists - stepping 
inside does feel a little like walking into another 
world. The decor is very Moroccan: thick tables, 
comfy chairs, lots of cushions and drapes. 

So on to the food. The good news is that the 
variety is wide, with plenty for vegetarians, and 
all rooted in the culture it aims to emulate. 
There are tagine dishes, couscous, mezze, grilled 
fish and charcoal dishes all lovingly prepared. 

Sharing a vegetarian mixed mezze (£10.95) 
set a good benchmark. Crisp, crunchy Lebanese 
fried bread, tasty falafels and light spring rolls 


were plentiful and served in authentic dishes 
where hands were the cutlery. The menu gave a 
handy bit of background and history of the 
traditions. 

For the main course, pan-roasted prawns 
(£13.95) cooked on a bed of potato and topped 
with cream, coconuts and cheeses packed a 
powerful punch, while the lamb shish kebab 
(£10.95) featured tender, tasty marinated meat. 

We missed dessert, opting instead for 
cocktails and mint tea on the terrace with a 
shisha pipe. Not a healthy option, granted, but 
it was rather fun. It also provided a very 
different ending to an evening dining out - 
something to be applauded. 

There was, however, a big ‘but’ to all of this. 
Amid the effort and the interesting food, the 
atmosphere, at least on this visit, was almost 
non-existent. It craved some life, a little louder 
music... anything just to inject a bit of zing. 

But when the total bill only just toppled the 
£50 mark and included two soft drinks, a 
cocktail, mint tea, shisha and two courses for 
two, you could hardly argue with the value.

Homeowners bullish about 
future cost of their property 


POSITIVE signals have emerged for the housing 
market in the first quarter of 2012, with a rise in 
the number of British homeowners who expect 
house prices to climb over the next six months. 

According to the latest Zoopla.co.uk Housing 
Market Sentiment Survey, two out of three 
British homeowners (66 per cent) are confident 
of house prices rising by the autumn. 

This is the highest proportion of homeowners 
predicting property-price growth since the first 
half of 2010, and in stark contrast to sentiment 
at the end of 2011, when only 55 per cent of 
owners were predicting prices to climb. 

In addition to the rise in overall confidence, 
homeowners are also more bullish now about 
how much they expect average house prices to 
rise over the next six months. 

At the end of 2011, owners expected prices in 
their area to increase 2.2 per cent on average. 

Over the last quarter, this has risen to 3.9 per 
cent - again, the highest price growth expect¬ 
ation in almost two years. 

Confidence among homeowners in London is 
at a near all-time high, with 82 per cent of 
property-owners in the capital now confident 
of property price rises over the next six months. 

And owners in the capital are predicting that 
house prices in London will grow 5.5 per cent by 
October. 

There has also been an improvement in senti¬ 
ment towards mortgage financing, with an 
increase in the number of property-owners re¬ 
porting that it is now easier to secure a mortgage 
than it was at the end of 2011. 



A total of 17 per cent of respondents believe 
mortgage availability has improved, up from 11 
per cent last quarter. 

Nicholas Leeming, of Zoopla.co.uk, said: “The 
property market has been in need of some posi¬ 
tive news of late as many indicators have pointed 
toward stagnant prices. 

“These results show that homeowners now 
feel a lot more positive than at the end of last 
year, and this confidence could bolster trans¬ 
action and activity levels as we move further 
into the year.”

Peugeot prepares to scare its 
rivals but leaves horses calm

HENRY VIII scared the clergy witless but argued 
that one should never frighten the horses. 

Peugeot took up this same cry after shrewdly 
incorporating soccer-star Michael Owen’s 
five-star Manor House racing stables in 
Cheshire into a launch of its 508RXH hybrid. 

Normal cars are forbidden to drive through 
the stable blocks there, but, thanks to the 
hybrid’s silent electric zero-emission or ZEV 
mode, not one equine head was shaken as my 
Peugeot ghosted through. 

The gee-gees also enjoyed a bit of racing 
competition, too, when we were invited to 
utilise the car’s all-wheel-drive alongside the 
training gallops. Despite heavy going after 
driving rain, the 508RXH coped magnificently. 

Indeed, the only ones likely to be scared by 
this clever new multi-role estate car from the 
French marque are other beefy load-luggers 
offering all-wheel-drive, such as the Audi A4 
Allroad, Volvo XC70 and Subaru Outback. 

For it presents a strong financial case thanks 
to the pioneering diesel-electric powertrain, 
which made its debut just a few weeks earlier on 
the Peugeot 3008 Hybrid4. 

Like that car, the 508RXH can function as 
electric car, fuel-sipping/lower-emission diesel, 
or AWD workhorse - the diesel powers the 
front wheels while the electric motor deals with 
the rear. 

It looks the part with its higher ground 
clearance, wider track, extra protection and 
smart alloys. It can walk the talk, too, with a 
total of 200bhp on tap from the 163bhp diesel 
and 3 7bhp electric motor, delivering 0-62mph 
in 9.5 seconds, yet this big plush estate returns 
an official 68.9mpg on the combined cycle. 

Priced from a keen £33,695, the tax benefits 
are an even better form guide; apart from being 
in the lowest payable road-tax bracket - zero in 
year one and £30 thereafter - it also attracts 12 
per cent Benefit-in-Kind tax against 2 6 per cent 
for the equivalent Audi A4 Allroad. 

Figures like those engender pragmatism to 
outweigh the snob appeal of cars like the Audi 
and Volvo. 

Not that the Peugeot concedes much on 
creature comforts; the interior matches the high 
standards set recently by Peugeot with lots of 
spec, including comfy half-leather seats and a 
trademark full-length glass roof. 

Aside from our effort to avoid scaring the 
horses, ZEV will also have its uses for buyers 
doing limited local runs - they could cover 2.5 
miles at up to 40mph - without help from the 
engine. 

In the real world, though, the diesel and 
electric motors mix and match to get the driving 
done as efficiently as possible, with braking 
energy being recovered to top up the batteries. 

The 50RXH feels sure-footed on the road and, 
apart from some hesitation in the powertrain 
sometimes, delivers an impressive driving 
experience as well as a high-quality ride.

LIKE an interfering mother who doesn’t think 
the girl is good enough for her son, VW has 
meddled in the love story between buyers and 
the Golf Cabriolet. 

The first arrived in 1980 as a popular spin-off 
from the original Golf hatchback, revitalising the 
four-seat convertible market and finally killing 
off the much-loved yet outmoded original Beetle 
cabriolet. 

Perhaps the original ‘Golf Cab’ was too 
successful, though, since old mother VW stuck 
her oar in and kept us waiting for a successor; 
version one soldiered on through the Mark 2 
Golf hatchback period until VW finally allowed a 
replacement in 1993, based on the Mark 3 
hatch, only to make this carry with minor 
updating before all contact between the Golf 
Cabrio and its adoring public was severed in 
2002, when the new Beetle Cabrio arrived. 

That was no substitute: the Golf soft-top had 
broad appeal, while its Beetle usurper flirted 
more with the female half of the population. 

But the Golfs back now and more desirable 
than ever, with good looks and a production first 
for the series - no rollover bar. 

Instead, retractable metal pillars spring out 
automatically behind the rear passenger seats to 
protect heads should the car roll in an accident. 

It’s an elegant and potentially expensive solu¬ 
tion, yet VW has kept the car’s entry price to 
an attractive £20,735 while making it highly 
desirable when top down, aided by a steeply- 
raked but reinforced front screen. 

Unlike many soft-tops, the Golf also looks the 
part in roof-up mode where even motorway 
cruising reveals what a fantastic noise-reduction 
job VW has done. The current Golf hatchback 
came out in 2009 to set new standards in cabin 
refinement. OK, its ‘ragtop’ sister simply can’t 
match the hatch here, but VW had a jolly good 
try and has set new standards for this sector.

Perhaps even more surprising is how well 
passengers fare with the roof down and side win¬ 
dows up - the buffeting is not unpleasant, even 
at motorway speeds - and the roof lowers and 
rises quickly and automatically via a single 
switch just below the armrest. 

Of course, retaining a fabric roof means that 
security is not as good as that of a new- 
generation folding hard-top model such as the 
Golfs Eos coupe sister, but it has kept the car’s 
more reasonable price and retained decent boot 
space - the fabric roof packs down above the 
load area rather than taking up a good third or 
more when folded down. 

The two rear seats also fold to allow through 
loading into the cabin - the car should cope with 
most reasonable trips to the local B&O. 

The dashboard is well made but sober, which 
adds to the car’s unisex appeal, and the seats 
are comfortable, as I proved on a 200-mile-plus 


round trip. However, it’s the Golf’s traditionally 
sporty poise that tops its looks, practicality and 
the expectation of excellent resale value. 

Our test car was the eco-star 140PS (138bhp) 
2.0-litre BlueMotion (£24,660) capable of an 
official combined fuel consumption of 62.8mpg 
yet blessed with decent pulling power and hand¬ 
ling, too (0-62mph in 9.9 seconds), but I would 
also recommend the petrol versions to exploit a 
nimbleness that contradicts the heavy strength¬ 
ening needed in any convertible. 

It means that with direct steering and smooth 
crisp gearboxes, including VW’s excellent twin- 
clutch auto/manual DSG - adding about £1,400 
to prices versus conventional manuals - the 
Golf Cabrio can be driven with that sports-car 
verve. 

So it’s a hearty welcome back to the Golf Cab 
and a plea to old mother Veedub - don’t keep 
locking it away from us.

Toyota unveils new shrink-wrapped hybrid

HAVING pioneered the hybrid car in the UK, 
Toyota is now taking orders for the smallest and 
most affordable. 

The five-door petrol-electric Yaris Hybrid 
supermini arrives on Sunday, July 1, priced from 
£14,99 5 - not such a huge jump from its cheap¬ 
est petrol-only Yaris equivalent at £11,670, 
though you can get a conventional Yaris three- 
door, too, fromjust£ll,170. 

With C02 emissions from 89g/km, the new 
baby eco-warrior is exempt from road tax, 
delivers an official combined economy figure of 
up to 80.7mpg and attracts 10 per cent benefit- 
in-kind company car tax. 

It should appeal to Kent commuters into 
London particularly by also qualifying for 
exemption from the London congestion charge. 

All of this has been achieved by Toyota shrink¬ 
ing the pioneering hybrid power system already 
seen on the Prius and smaller Auris hybrids, 
making it compact and light enough to fit the 
Yaris without reducing cabin and boot size and 
affecting its supermini functionality. 

The Toyota Hybrid Synergy Drive system uses 
a 1.5-litre VVT-i petrol engine - the Prius and 
Auris use a 1.8-litre unit - plus electric motor 
and CVT (continuously variable transmission) 
automatic gearbox. 

However, the powertrain is not the only 
reason for higher prices versus a standard Yaris; 
Toyota has also partnered the futuristic power 
with a generous spec, so even the T3 entry model 


(£14,995) comes with dual-zone air-con, six- 
speaker sound system, front electric windows 
and seven airbags. 

Mid-range T4 (£15,895) then gets 15-inch 
alloys, Bluetooth and USB/Aux ports for MP3 
and phone connectivity, leather steering-wheel 


and gearknob, plus a range of other fine goodies. 

The T Spirit range flagship (£16,995) then 
gets 16-inch alloys, cruise-control, electric win¬ 
dows all round and part-leather seats, among 
other extra kit. 

Buyers can also go for a series of option packs 


to further customise their car, including the 
Toyota Touch And Go pack (£650) adding sat- 
nav and advanced Bluetooth features, plus ac¬ 
cess to Google Local Search and connected serv¬ 
ices such as parking-space availability and fuel- 
price information and local weather forecasts.
